Amazing  New  Zealand  Color:  20  mins. 

Light-hearted  in  tone,   this  film  presents 
New  Zealand  as  a  land  of  contrasts  and  notes 
some  of  the  amusing  oddities  or  incongruities 
to  be  found  on  a  trip  through  the  two  main 
islands.     Nature  provided  some  of  the  contrasts- 
alpine  and  tropical  flowers,  steaming  hot  lakes 
and  the  surrounding  snowfields,  calm  lakes  and 
turbulent  waterfalls.     There  are  characteristic 
distinctions  also  between  the  cities. 

The  Maori  Today  Color:   16%  mins. 

How  Maoris  live  in  New  Zealand  nowadays,  their 
homes,  work,  and  leisure.     Adjusting  their 
traditions  to  the  twentieth  century,  they  have 
accomplished  much  to  make  them  and  their  fellow- 
countrymen  justly  proud. 

Maori  Rhythms  B  &  W:   10  mins. 

A  Maori  concert  by  the  Mauriora  Maori  Enter- 
tainers,  including  canoe  poi,  short  poi,  single- 
long  and  double-double  long  poi,  song,  haka, 
action  song,  and  stick  game. 

Maori  Arts  and  Culture  Color:   29  mins. 

The  magnificent  carving  of  the  early  Maori  is 
shown,  and  the  reason  for  the  decline  of  Maori 
art  explained.     However,  in  the  decoration  of 
some  new  meetinghouses  Maori  artists  and  crafts- 
men are  again  producing  fine  work  in  the  field 
of  art  and  culture. 

Mauriora  Maori  Show  Color:   14%  mins. 

A  typical  Maori  concert  of  song  and  dance, 
including  challenge,   canoe  poi,  song,  haka, 
stick  game,  action  song,  and  mixed  pois. 

Northland  Summer  Color:   20%  mins. 

A  survey  of  work  and  play  in  the  sub-tropical 
north,  from  the  establishment  of  New  Zealand's 
earliest  settlement  to  the  present  surge  of 
land  development. 

This  Auckland  Color:   14%  mins. 

An  impression  of  Auckland,  New  Zealand's 
largest  city,  and  its  sub- tropical  summers; 
its  streets  and  traffic,  gardens,  harbour  and  peopl 

Hill  Country  Color:  20  mins. 

On  a  North  Island  hill-country  farm  the  year 
opens  with  the  coming  of  spring  lambs.  Through 
spring  and  summer  farm  jobs  follow  in  quick 
succession  until  shearing  brings  the  busiest 
time  of  all.     When  the  leaves  change  colour  in 
autumn  the  season's  main  work  is  nearly  over 
and  farm  families  look  forward  to  the  coming 
of  the  next  spring  lambs.

Westland  Color:  31  mins. 

An  evocation  of  life  in  a  province  that  has 
a  character  all  its  own.     Cut  off  by  the  sea 
in  the  west  and  by  the  Southern  Alps  in  the 
east,  the  West  Coasters  have  been  famous  since 
the  early  days  for  their  rugged  independence 
and  open-hearted  hospitality.     The  gold  rush  of 
the  1860s  and  many  pioneering  exploits  have 
given  Westland  a  romantic  history.     The  film 
traces  the  development  of  coalmining  since  1848, 
surveys  the  farms  and  industries  and,  not  least, 
the  many  opportunities  for  sports  and  recreation. 

Australia  Now  Color:   27  min. 

This  film  highlights  the  modern  way  of  life  in 
Australia,  with  a  population  of  more  than 
twelve  million.     Scenes  are  given  of  research 
and  development  in  new  industries  as  well  as 
in  the  traditional  products  such  as  wool  and  beef,

The  story  of  the  Australian  Antarctic  Expedition 
to  Macquarie  and  Heard  Islands,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  base  at  Mawson.     The  round  trip 
of  12,000  miles  was  undertaken  by  the  "Kista 
Dan",  a  specially  equipped  Danish  ship.

The  legends  of  the  Australian  Aborigines  are 
kept  alive  through  their  songs  and  dances.  This 
film  survey  covers  the  dance  of  the  dove,  the 
crow  and  the  gheko  lizard;  the  dance  of  the 
Kuipaka;   the  dance  of  the  orpul,  or  "fair  god"; 
the  dance  of  the  pekuwa  and  kena;  and  the  dance  of 
the  piapepe.

New  Guinea  is  developing  a  flourishing  agricult- 
ural economy,   the  climates  of  different  areas 
being  ideal  for  such  crops  as  cocoanuts,  rubber, 
timber,  oil  palm,   tea,  coffee  or  coca.  Coffee 
and  cocoa  are  shown  from  the  growing  and  picking 
through  washing,  fermentation  and  drying  to 
preparation  for  export. 

Northern  Territory  Color:   28  min. 

Recent  discoveries  of  bauxite,  iron  and  copper 
are  opening  up  the  northern  territory.  Other 
industries  are  expanding  and  transportation 
facilities  are  being  mobilized  for  communication 
with  the  south.     The  real  worth  of  the  Territory, 
however,  lies  in  its  people--cattle  drovers  and 
stockmen,  miners,  graziers,  scientists  and 
ordinary  citizens.
